The Board ol Trustees of the North Alabama Baptist Collegiate 
Institute and Norm 1 School at Danville, Ala., beg leave to make this, their 
third annual report to your body : 

The school closed its second session last June. The commencement 
exercises were well attended and the students acqnitted themselves with 
credit to themselves and their teachers. We had one full graduate. The 
enrollment during < he session was 76, Prof. J. C. Tidwell retired at the 
close of the first five month's term and Miss Emma Shackelford took his 
place. The Board »f Trustees, at their annual meeting in Tune, elected 
Prof. D. F. Green, graduate of the Marion Military Institute, President 
of the school, in pi; e of Rev. Jos. Shackelford, who resigned. Prof. Green 
comes to us, highl recommended by Dr. Murphy, President of Marion 
Military Institute 

Miss Lizzie S Jackson has charge of the Musical Department, and 
also assists in the 1 cerary department. She comes highly recommended; 
she is a graduate < the Boston Conservatory of Music. Prof. Green will 
give especial attei. ion to Bookkeeping and will give instruction in Com- 
mercial law and Typewriting. Young men and young ladies can be 
prepared at this school for business, at a very small cost. They can get 
all the advantages that are to be secured at commercial schools for less 
than one half the cost. The Trustees have recently furnished the school 
with a complete set of maps, charts and globes, which will be of great 
advantage to the chool. 

The third st sion commenced on the 2nd of September. We now 
have an enrollme.r of about 50, with' a good promise of more pupils soon. 
The school will or he 1st of October, issue a monthly paper, in the interest 
of the school, of lich the price of subscription will be 50 cents per year.

REPORT OF STATE MISSIONS. 

Your committee on State Missions, submit the following report : The 
Baptist State Board of Missions, have the entire supervision of Missions 
in the State, and also the supervision of ministerial education and colport- 
age. In fact all of our work as a denomination, so far as securing means 
lor the promotion of Foreign Missions, Home Missions, State Missions, the 
Colportage work and the education of ministers, has been turned over to 
this Board. This simplifies the work and lessens expenses. There is no 
need for agents to be put into the field by the Foreign and Home Mission 
Boards. The Boards of Ministerial Education and Colportage have been 
merged into the State Mission Board. The Corresponding Secretary of 
this Board, Elder W. B. Crumton, assisted by three other brethren, who do 
the work of evangelists, as well as assisting the Secretary, canvass the 
entire State, in the interest of this Board. In this way the .work of the 
Board is placed before the churches, and they are appealed to for the sup- 
port of the different Interests that are placed in the hands ot the Board. 
Money, for whatever given, is sent to whatever Board the donor may 
direct. That is, if a brother or church wish to give to Foreign Missions. 
Home Missions, or State Missions, all that is necessary, is for it to be so 
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designated, and it will be sent as directed. The success that has attended 
this plan thus far, proves that it is the best, and really produces more 
money for the different Boards. The following figures will show what has 
been collected for the various purposes during the year ending June 30th, 
1895: State Missions, $7,748.86; Home Missions, $3,341.13; Foreign 
Missions, $3,828.50; Ministerial Education, $1,936.81 ; all other purposes, 
$2,654.76; Total. $19,510.09. The State Board is doing a great work in 
the State. It is educating our people to give more liberally and more 
systematically. It is having the gospel preached in our destitute towns 
and country places, and by its colporters supplying our people with 
Baptist literature. This is a good work and our churches should encour- 
age it by liberal donations to that Board. We give below a summary of 
the work done by the Board in the State during the year ending 
June 30th, 1895:

The Board « t Trustees of the North Alabama Baptist Collegiate 
Institute and Norn al School at Danville, Ala., beg leave to make this, their 
third annual repoi : to your body : 

The school d >sed its second session last June. The commencement 
* exercises were wen attended and the students acquitted themselves with 
credit to themselv s and their teachers. We had one full graduate. The 
enrollment during the session was 76, Prof. J. C. Tidwell retired at the 
close of the first five month's term and Miss Emma Shackelford took his 
place. The Board of Trustees, at their annual meeting in June, elected 
Prof. D. F. Green, a graduate of the Marion Military Institute, President 
of the school, in pi ice of Rev. Jos. Shackelford, who resigned. Prof. Green 
comes to us, highly recommended by Dr. Murphy, President of* Marion 
Military Institute. 

Miss Lizzie M. Jackson has charge of the Musical Department, and 
also assists in the literary department. She comes highly recommended; 
she is a graduate >f the Boston Conservatory of Music. Prof. Green will 
-give especik! attention to Bookkeeping and will give ipstruction in Com- 
mercial law and Typewriting. Young men and young ladies can be 
prepared at this school for business, at a very small cost. They can get 
all the advantages that are to be secured at commercial schools for less 
than one half the cost. The Trustees have recentlv furnished the school 
with a complete set of maps, charts and globes, which will be of great 
advantage to the school. 

The third session commenced on the 2nd of September. We now 
have an enrollment of about 50, with a good promise of more pupils soon. 
The school will on the 1st of October, issue a monthly paper, in the interest 
of the school, of which the price of subscription will be 50 cents per year. 
We trust onr people will patronize this paper and thus help the school. 

We think the Baptists of this association ought to patronize this 
•school. It is your school and deserves your patronage. There is still 
about $100 due on the subscription made to this school two years ago, we 
need this very much to pay tor articles bought by the Trustees for the 
school. We trust that those who have not paid all their subscription, will 
do so as soon as possible, to our financial agent. Rev. Jos. Shackelford.

Our 
Executive Board has been doing what it could with the means in hand, but 
it is our opinion, that if we had more mission work done in ourmidst.it 
would increase the missionary spirit in our churches, and that our State, 
Home and Foreign Boards would receive more aid from our association.

REPORT OF STATE MISSIONS. 

Your committee on State Missions, submit the following report : The 
Baptist State Board of Missions, have the entire supervision of Missions 
in the State, and also the supervision of ministerial education and colport- 
age. In fact all of our worl^as a denomination, so far as securing means 
for the promotion of Foreign Missions, Home Missions, State Missions, the 
Colportage work and the education of ministers, has been turned over to 
this Board. This, simplifies the work and lessens expenses. There is no 
need for agents to be put into the field by the Foreign and Home Mission 
Boards. The Boards of Ministerial Education and Colportage have been 
merged into the State Mission Board. The Corresponding Secretary of 
this Board, Elder W. B. Crumton, assisted by three other brethren, who do 
the work of evangelists, as well as assisting the Secretary, canvass the 
entire State, in the interest of this Board. In this way the work of the 
Board is placed before the churches, and they are appealed to for the sup- 
port of the different interests that are placed in the hands ot the Board. 
Money, for whatever given, is sent to whatever Board the donor may 
direct. That is, if a brother or church wish to give to Foreign Missions. 
Home Missions, or State Missions, all that is necessary, is for it to be so 
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designated, and it will be sent as directed. The success that has attended 
this plan thus far, proves that it is the best, and really produces more 
money for the different Boards. The following figures will show what has 
been collected for the various purposes during the year ending Jane 30th, 
1895: State Missions, $7,748.86; Home Missions, $3,341.13; Foreign 
Missions, $3,828.50; Ministerial Education, $1,936.81 ; all other purposes, 
$2,654.76; Total. $19,510.09. The State Board is doing a great work in 
the State. It is educating our people to give more liberally and more 
systematically. It is having the gospel preached in our destitute towns 
;md country places, and by its colporters supplying our people with 
Baptist literature. This is a good work and our churches should encour- 
age it by liberal donations to that Board. We give below a summary of 
the work done by the Board in the State during the year ending 
June 30th, 1895:

Days of service, 5,011; Miles traveled, 30,461 ; Sermons delivered, 2,332; 
Addresses made, 1,132; Churches constituted, 1" Number of persons bap- 
tised, 337, Baptized by others, 369; Received by letter, 305; Restored 42; 
Sunday schools organized, 43; Missionary Societies organized, 10; Prayer 
meetings organized, 101; Prayer meetings held, 639; Number of visits to 
preaching stations,301 : Number of churches visited, 613 ; Number of visits 
made, 7,127; Subscribers to the Alabama Baptist secured, 287; Subscribers 
to the "Foreign Mission Journal" secured, 129; Pages of tracts distributed 
23,566; Meeting houses commenced, 7; Meeting houses finished, 8; Money 
collected for meeting houses, $477.90; Money collected for Missions, 
$1,575.27; Money collected for Ministerial Education, $15.50; Money 
collected for Orphan's Home, $92.80; Money collected for Biflle and Col- 
portage Board, $42.40; Number of books sold, 994; Value of the same, 
$4.74.82;, Number of Bibles and Testaments sold, 617; Value of the same 
$600.83; Number of Bibles and Testaments donated. 80; Value of the 
same,, 14.90; Families found destitute of the Bible, 40; Nineteen young 
preachers in Howard College, and six in the Seminary. 

We are glad to know that our State Board has been doing such a 
good work and we'commend it to all our churches. Elder A. E. Burns is 
employed by the Board as an assistant Secretary, with territory in North 
Alabama, He has proven to be a most effective worker, and we trust that

and our best denominational books. When the importance of this 
work is properly brought before our people, we feel that it will result 
in great good and strength to the denomination. We know that an 
effort has been made by the State Board of Missions to raise in each 
Association a permanent fund to be invested in books, and that the 
Association cooperate with the State Board in procuring a suitable man 
who shall travel throughout the bounds ot this body, preaching the 
gospel, and supplying the people w.th Bibles and wholesome religious 
literature. My brethren; shall we not at once, even at this meeting, 
do something to start t*his work, which all who have given it the 
proper thought, admit it to be of such vital importance to us as 
churches of Christ. The land is flooded with literature, which in its 
tendancy to say the least, is dishonoring to the truth of Christ. Books 
are circulated that .are mere assertions, yet, put forth in such a way as 
is calculated to mislead, especially the young. Many of these are 
aiming their darts at the truth as held by Baptist. Shall we not then 
make an effort to counteract these influences with the truth of Christ? 
Brethren; let us be loyal to the truth of our Lord Jesus Christ, faith- 
ful to the trust committed to us. and earnest in giving the whole truth 
to our fellow man as it is in Jesus.

We find that 
some churches report that they 'are in a lukewarm condition. We 
would advise such churches to see that they have service at their house 
of worship every Lord's day, and consecrate their lives to the service 
of God. We have received an abundant harvest this year, and bur 
land is filed with plenty to meet our demands in temporal things, God 
help us to contribute liberally of our substance to the Lord's cause, 
that we may continue to receive these temporal things; for He says : 
"The liberal soul shall be made fat" God grant that the time may 
soon come, when every church in the bounds of the Muscle Shoals 
Association shall be worked up to a higher standard of christian living 
and christian giving.
